"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  June  18,  1932,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  Societo  Cotonnioro  d'Egypte,  S.A.E.,  Succrs.  de  la  Maison 
G.  D.  Sarris,  Alexandria,  dated  June  10th:- 

' 'Unusually  groat  dampness  for  this  time  of  the  year  prevails,  which 
is  ascribed  to  a  groat  extent  to  the  inundations  of  the  fields  in  the 
Dolta  whore  rice-growing  is  undertaken  vory  extensively  this  year. 
It  is  feared  that  infiltrations  are  likely  to  damage  the  cotton  crop, 
which  is  still  about  a  fortnight  later  than  normal.      The  water  supply 
appears  now  to  bo  abundant  and  folaheon  will  have  amplo  rocourse  to  thoir 
pernicious  habit  of  over- indulging  in  irrigating  thoir  land  "
